AMERICAN TOP TEAM FORMER CHAMP

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rfind myself driving in a torrential Floridian thunderstorm, patrolling the wet and 
nearly flooded streets of Coconut Creek looking for the address that corre- 
Lsponds with the American Top Team training center.As the rain subsides I 
notice the AT&T logo on a building in an unassuming business park. I pull in. It hasn't real- 
ly dawned on me yet that I am about to walk in to one of the most respected, success- 
ful, and legendary MMA training centers responsible for honing the various skills of many 
professional combat sports athletes. It's here where UFC and WEC fighters such as 
Thiago Silva, Jorge Santiago, and even infamous street fighter Kimbo Slice come to perfect 
their game. It's also here where I'm scheduled to meet WEC star and former feather- 
weight champ Mike Brown for an interview. Looking around the huge gym, I finally see 
Brown sparring with some fellow fighters.This reminds me: I need to start exercising 
when I get back home. 




was an amazing sport so I started training before there were even little guys fighting. 
Eventually lightweights started coming around and I scored some little fights and then the 
sport blew up and I was able to make it into a career. It happened kind of by accident. 

Did you fight in small local shows before you got into the WEC? 

Yeah, I had ten fights (I think I was nine and one) before I went to the UFC. I was- 
n't ready for it so I went back to small shows. I went to Japan to fight three times, I 
fought in Russia, I bounced around all over the place.Then the WEC finally made a title 
for the 145-pound weight class, the first real home for us little guys. 

Let's talk about the tattoo on your chest. What made you get it 
and when? 

It's in memory of my mom, who passed away in 2005. She was only 46 years old 
and died very suddenly. It was a big shock, completely unexpected and was something 
that I never saw coming. She meant a lot to me and she lived her life for me. My mom 
had a very tough life and experienced a lot of adversity and more than her fair share of 
ugly situations, but still overcame a lot. It was just pretty much me and her growing up, 

and she always spoiled me. I mean, we didn't have 
much, but she always tried to give me 




Anyone who knows anything about MMA and the WEC knows 
that Mike Brown is the fighter that handily beat superstar champ Urijah Faber not once, 
but twice, ending his two-and-a-half-year reign as WEC featherweight champ and becom- 
ing the top dog in his 145-pound weight class. Although he eventually lost the belt to Jose 
Aldo, Mike Brown is still one of the best in the world and is still a viable threat to all 
featherweights in the WEC. Like many bad-ass fighters, Brown has a few tattoos, including 
a large chest piece that makes him instantly recognizable to fans worldwide. I was lucky 
to catch Mike on a light training day and ask him a few questions about his tattoos and 
how he feels about the new Mike Brown action doll atToys-R-Us. Mike also opens up for 
the very first time publicly about the very personal story behind his large chest tattoo. 

How and when did you realize you wanted to get into MMA? 

When I first laid eyes on it, I fell in love. I think UFC 4 was the first one I saw. I did- 
n't ever think I'd be a pro fighter because, back then, there were no lightweights. I knew it 
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what I wanted. She really tried to do 
everything she could for me, and I 
wish she could see all this success 
now because things kind of blew up 
for me after she passed away, which is unfortu- 
nate. Not long after her death I moved to Florida to train and soon decided I want- 
ed to get a new tattoo. I wanted something big and strong, and something that was 
in memory of my mom. She was into angels — she liked the angel on top of the 
Christmas tree and stuff like that. I saw this design at a shop, had the artist change it 
up a little with the addition of angel wings, and went with that. 

Was that your first piece? 

No, I have a couple from when I was younger.The piece on my chest is actually 
one of my more recent tattoos. 

What about the dagger on your arm? 

I got it last Christmas. All my friends from Atlanta and I got it. It was my present 
and they blindfolded me and took me to a tattoo shop so it was a complete surprise. 
It's a reference to a gang in a really bad skateboarding movie called Thrasher. It was a 
bad joke tattoo. 

What are your thoughts on your action figure? Do you have one 
at the house? 

I just got one a couple weeks ago. It's like a dream come true. Growing up, I never 
thought in a million years that I'd get some crazy shit like that. It's pretty funny. 

You have flames on your leg and some ink on your calf, what's 
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going on there? 

Those are souvenirs from my youth. It was shady as hell, I got them done in an 
apartment and I traded a Nintendo for them. I was underage and just wanted some- 
thing. I thought it was cool and unique, but flames are so overdone now. 

I once asked Jens Pulver which hurt worse, getting tattooed on 
his stomach or being punched in the head. He went with getting 
tattooed. What's your take on that? 

I would say tat- 
toos. When you get 
hit your adrenaline 
is going, you're 
warm, sweating and 
endorphins, which 
are natural pain 
killers, are running 
through you. If I 
was sitting on my 
couch and you 
punched me in my 
face, that would 
hurt a lot more. 
When you're fight- 
ing, it's different. 

How do 

you mentally prepare yourself the day of a fight? 

I get nervous and have performance anxiety just because I want to do well. It's 
on your permanent record forever, you know? But once I start warming up I get 
goofy and laugh a lot. It's almost like a high before I go out there. 

What do you have to say about TapouT? 

They've done so much for the growth of the sport. And they give back to the 
guys trying to make it. They' re in it for the love of the sportThey were there before 
there was money in it and it blew up.They even came out with a Mike Brown T-shirt 
for me. I can't even begin to say how much they've done for me. *

Scott LuMaes 

A Southern Tradition

Growing up in the South, I've learned to love all the southern tradi- 
tions my family has passed down through the years: sweet tea, chick- 
en salad, racism... well maybe not all of them, but I digress. This 
month's artist pick, Scott Lukacs, is no stranger to southern tradition. In fact, it's 
his specialty. His work spans the breadth of the southernmost jut-land known as 
Florida and beyond. Scott extended this southern hospitality to us and took more 
than a few moments to generously answer some questions for his confederates. 
How did you first get into the industry? 
I got into tattooing the same time I got into school for graphic design; I 
would say around 1998 or '99. A guy I was getting tattooed by in Orlando, Fla. 
helped me out by showing me some stuff. I was a kitchen magician for about six 
months, not having a clue what I was doing. I then decided to get a real apprentice- 
ship and moved to Sarasota, Fla. I learned from Steve Guthrie. Next I moved up to 
Gainesville, Fla. where I worked at Bodytech. I did a lot of flash tattoos, which was 




really good to begin with. I would say this is where I started to really learn how 
to tattoo. I then moved up to my native New Jersey to work at Fat Kat Tattoo in 
Keyport. Being up north gave me a whole different outlook on what a good and a 
bad tattoo is. After that I moved back to St. Petersburg, Fla. and opened a private 
shop called Blackout Creations. Things didn't really work out with that and I really 
wanted to work with other tattoo artists again. I am now tattooing by appoint- 
ment at Classic Tattoo in St. Petersburg, Fla. 

What was the first tattoo you ever did? 

I did a tribal bird on my roommate. It's pretty horrible. I remember talking 
him into it by saying I would give him free tattoos for life. He has collected a few 
times recently but has never let me cover up that bird. I was lucky enough to 
have a lot of good friends that were into free tattoos no matter what they 
looked like. 
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Who have been the biggest influences in your 
career? 

There are a lot. I would say I've been fortunate enough to 
make some great friends that have helped me along the way and 
have really influenced me. The biggest one would be Mike Sikes at 
Eyespeak in Virginia. I got a lot of tattoos from him when I was 
starting out. He was and still is a wealth of knowledge and an 
awesome guy. Some other folks are Eric Carlson, Dan Loose and 
Scott White. They have all helped me out with my tattoos and art 
and have given me places to work while traveling. I do a lot of 
conventions with Dennis Pase, another awesome tattoo artist and 
good friend. I would say I learned a lot about painting, especially 



watercolor, from Dan Santoro. He also taught me a lot about gambling in Atlantic City. 

Where would you like to take your craft in the upcoming years? 

I would like to continually innovate and improve my tattooing and style. Besides 
that I just want to keep producing the best quality product no matter what it is, from a 
shirt to a tattoo. I don't really like planning things. I 
don't even take appointments more than a few weeks 
out because I want to be able to do or go to anything 
that comes up. I just hope to still have people coming 
to me with great ideas and letting me tattoo them. 

What is your favorite part about 
being a tattoo artist? 

Having a career doing something I love. I make 
money hanging out, drawing and generally talking shit 
with people all day. 

If you weren't a tattoo artist, what 
would you have been? 

I hopefully would have graduated and become 
a graphic designer. It wasn't looking good, though. 
Math is a bitch. Either way, I know I would be doing 
something that involved art. 

Future projects we need to be on 
the lookout for? 

I'm working on a book for later this year. It will probably be a painting 
and sketchbook combo thing. Maybe I'll throw some poems in to make it different. I have 
a couple book projects with other people that will have some paintings in them, too. 
Besides that, more flash and prints for sure. I am starting to do some art reproduction for 
friends, printing high quality giclee prints for them, so who knows where that will go.

Shadows Fall, a band that has revolutionized 
American Heavy Metal and acquired worldwide recogni- 
tion, two Grammy nominations, and a song in the popu- 



lar video game Guitar Hero, is now a part of the 
Jagermeister Stage as well at Mayhem Fest 2010. We 
spoke with Jason Bittner, their drummer and most heav- 
ily tattooed member. 

Retribution dropped September 1 5, 2009. It was your 
sixth studio release. What has the overall reaction been? 

The shows have been great. The fans have nothing but good things 
to say about it and reviews have been good. It all comes down to 
record sales. But with the economy as it is right now people aren't buy- 
ing records anymore. We released it ourselves, but we can't survive if 
they're not buying the album. We are the label, so we have no one to 
give us an advance. 

Your label is called Ever Black Industries. Where did 
the name come from? What are some benefits of running 
your own label? 

It was something that Matt came up with. We wanted something 
that was solid to represent the band but not heavy metal specific. We 
didn't want to pigeonhole ourselves, and we didn't want to give the 
impression that we'd only cater to heavy metal music. We listen to a 
range of musical genres and eventually want to cater to other styles 
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as well. The benefit of running the label is that we get a bigger slice of 
the pie. 



It's Mayhem Fest time again, with Shadows Fall set to 
kill it on the Jagermeister stage. How do you prepare for 
a tour like this? 

We just got off doing a short tour and now we have a well needed 
break.Then we're going to South America for 10 days before we start 
Mayhem Fest. Unfortunately, we don't make much money on tours like 
these since we're up against so many great bands. So touring for seven 
weeks and not knowing if a paycheck is going be there in the end can be 

depressing. 



Any pre-show 
customs or rituals? 

All of us go through 
our own little things 
before a show. But play- 
ing outdoor stages [at 
Mayhem Fest] means 
that there won't be a 
dressing room or a 
green room. Most of 
our stretching and pre- 
show stuff will be done 
in the trailer. 

When you're 
not on tour, what 
can you be found 
doing? 

I like to spend 
time alone at home. 
I'm usually teaching 
drums or spending 
time with my wife. 
Matt and John have a 
cover band they play 
in on the weekends. 
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Can you explain some of the tat- 
toos you have? Is there a theme? 

Well... I'm the most heavily tattooed guy in the band. When I 
joined Shadows Fall in 1994 I started getting tattooed a lot more 
because I was meeting artists and touring.And I would get tattooed for 
free sometimes.There's no real theme, all my tattoos have certain mean- 
ings in one way or another. I got tattooed by Paul Booth, which was 
cool. Paul Booth became a friend of the band and started coming out to 
shows. 

We got this letter from our management saying he was offering 
free tattoo work to Sworn Enemy, Chimaira and us. I signed up because I 
always wanted to get tattooed by Paul Booth. Since he spent so much 
time on Mark Hunter I offered to come down to the shop and get 
something done there. He was down, so I took the train. I didn't want 
him to be rushed, and since he does a lot of dark images and I didn't 
really want a 20-inch demon on my leg, I went to see him. I ended up 
wanting to get the tall man from Phantasm and he had "always wanted to 
do a Phantasm piece," so he was stoked to do it which was really cool. 



Are there any tattoos you regret? 

No, not really. Sometimes I look at the Tasmanian Devil bursting 
through a snare drum on my arm and think it's kind of cheesy but then I 
remember who I was in my early 20s. I wouldn't get anything I didn't 
want on my body decades down the road. *

YOUNG LIVERS 

Of Misery and Toil [No idea] 

The first 16 seconds of this record, the only 
moments of peace and calm, are followed by 34 min- 
utes of nothing but sheer fortitude, intensity, ferocity 
and cathartic chaos. Born out of the swamps and 
sweat of Gainesville, Fla.,Young Livers combine harmo- 
ny-driven guitar lines with a thunderous rhythm sec- 
tion. Musically, Of Misery and Toil is what you'd hear if 

Thin Lizzy started a crust punk band. Vocally, Matt Farrell and Michael Carter might 
be the best combination in all of rock music — one is more melodic and atonal while 
the other sounds like a howling, dying wolverine — and their blend of monotonic-yet- 
melodic howls are most certainly one the biggest highlights of the record. For me, 
rock music just doesn't get any better than this. - Zac Hobbs

In the late 90s there 
seemed to be a gaggle of scum 
rock bands lurking in the shad- 
ows of popular culture. While 
boy bands and child-pimping 
Svengalis made piles of money, 
bands like High on Fire were 

carving out their niche in a scene made up of metal heads 
and punk rockers. They were loud, dirty and insanely good. 
Having just released Snakes for the Divine, which is at once 
ominous and anthemic, painting pictures of horrible deeds 
done on sleepless nights with bad people and maybe some 
otherworldly capitulations, High on Fire have honed their 
sound to a simultaneous slice and bash of pounding rhythms 
and searing guitar work.This record is terrible, horrible, and 
so incredibly bad for you it may rot out your teeth, but it's 
too damn good to stop listening. It's a lost weekend on a 
whiskey bender.This can't end well, but who cares what hap- 
pens tomorrow. - Tim Moffatt
